the boundary of the province be ex- 
tended to the Arctic ocean in order 
to get revenue to pay off some of the 
debt. 
_ The extension would double the size 
of the province from 248,000 square 
miles to approximately 500,000 square 
miles and add the gold and radium 
mining areas, fisheries and fur pro- 
ducing districts of the ener North 
West Territories, 


Under the plan as now considered, 
the eastern boundary of the province 
would be continued northward along 
the fourth meridian that divides Sas- 
katchewan front Alberta. Similarly 
the western boundary dividing Alber- 
ta from British Columbia would be 
extended northward. ~ 

The area planned to be acquired. 
forms a large. part of the district of 
Mackenzie, which comprises about 
493,000 square miles, In 1937 it was 
estimated the North West Territories 
had a population of about 10,000 peo- 
ple. The territories are now admin- 
istered by a council headed by Charles 
Camsell, Ottawa, deputy minister of 
mines. 

If the proposed plan is brought to 
fruition, the Yellowknife gold fields 
on Great Slave mining area with its 
silver, radium ‘and copper will become 
part of Alberta. The area is wealthy 
in fisheries and fur-bearing animals. 
It is also believed the area could pro- 
duce agricultural products.

GERMAN RESEARCH 
AIDS THE FARMER 
Founded in 1998, the Kaiser Wil. 
helm Institute for plant breeding re~ 
search is situated’ near, the pictur- 
esque village of Muencheberg, about 
50 miles from Berlin. Presided over 
by Dr. W. Rudorf, director, the re- 
search station has a staff of 49 scien- 
tists, 86 technical assistants and 150 
other workers throughout the: year, 
while during the season of greatest 
activity the total number of employ- 
ees reaches 400. The aims and ac- 
complishments of the institute were 
reviewed by Dr. Rudorf on the occa- 
sion of its tenth anniversary in Au- 
gust last, a function which was at- 
tended .by " B. Leslie Emslie, well. 
known Canadian chemist-agronomist: 
The research work at Muencheberg, 
ims at the production of new variet- 
ies of plants resistant to frost, disease 
and insect pests, practically all field, 
garden and orchard crops beings in- 
cluded in the investigations. The soil 
at Muencheberg is light, the rainfall 
below average, and frosts, early and 
late, occur frequently. Most of the 
crosses are between German and for- 
eign varieties of plants, even a wild 
potato from the Andes being. crossed 
with a domestic one. 


Lupins, esteemed in Canada chiefly 
as floral plants for ornamental use, 
have served for many years as & 
green manure crop in Germany. Be- 
ing legumes they gather nitrogen 
and enrich the soil in this element, 
Like peas and beans, they bear pods, 
but the seed, owing to the presence 
of a bitter alkaloid, was refused by 
livestock. The seed of the lupin, how- 
ever, is high in protein, a considera- 
tion which stimulated search to find 
a plant free of alkaloids. Success. re- 
warded the efforts of Dr. H. J. Troll 
and his co-workers and in 1929 from 
1% million plants examined three— 
one yellow and two  blue-flowered— 
lupins free from bitter alkaloids were 
found. After their desirable charac- 
teristics had been fixed, they were 
given to a private firm for distribu. 
y ton under the name ‘Sweet Lupin”, 
jIn 1937 over 100,000 acres of. sweet 
~~ | lupins were grown and the cultivation 
of the plant, especially valuable as a 
protein crop on light soils, has ex- 
tended beyond Germany. There ia 
now on the press an English transla- 
tion of a bulletin on “Breeding and 
importance of alkaloid-free lupins in 
foreign countries”. 


The sweet lupin, however, was 
found to possess a disadvantage in 
common with the ordinary kind—a 
tendency of the pods to burst when 
ripening. In 1936 Dr. Troll found a 
yellow lupin free of this defect, al- 
though a bitter-one. By crossing it 
with a sweet lupin he succeeded in, 


ing variety of which the first field 
crop was grown this year. For Ger- 
tein feeds is acute, the sweet lupin is 
a boon. Similarly, the dearth of fats 
stimulates interest in the production 
of oily seeds such as those of soy- 
perene and sunflowers, and studies at 
Muencheberg aim at increasing the 
oil and protein content of these.

Dear Mr. Editor: 


I count myself fortunate in this op- 
portunity to maxe a contribution to 
the columns of the Weekly Newspa- 
pers of Canada which have their roots 
so closely intertwined in the mesh of 
our social and economic fabric. J 
have, naturally, thought quite a bit 
along the lines of the subject title of 
this letter before even getting as far 
as this on paper. : 


At the risk of appearing to take li- 
berties with the text, I feel the real 
issue is to make Canada a fitting 
place in which to live and work and 
it will then become a still better place, 
Without adopting a self-righteous or 
complacent outlook, we can well feel 
that, even today, in many ways we 
are fortunate to be Canadians and not, 
nationals of other countries where 
conditions are very different from our 
own. It seems very likely that people 
in those countries, people who would 
be an asset to any country, may be 
looking outside of their own troubled 
borders for a land where they can 
pick up the threads of their existence 
and live a happier and a fuller life. 
We need only convince such people 
that there is to be found here the 
opportunities they are seeking, and
